,.r.  Chairnan  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  ii^/  Annual  Report  for  the  vear  ended  December, 

31st  1956. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-:;'-ear  \'/as  8,190,  The 
population  at  tho  Census  (1951)  was  given  as  8,196. 

rhe  Birth  Rate  shows  a rise.  The  number  of  live-births  was  1R7  co .nared  a'ith 
139  in  1955.  There  -^mre  5 illegitimate  births,  compared  with  6 in  1955.  There 
•'.'rere  3 stiU  births,  comxjared  mth  none  in  1955. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  a slight  rise,  Vvhile  tlie  rate  for  England  and  IJales  was 
unaltered.  The  total  of  deaths  was  89  ccrapared  with  79  in  1955.  "'^ith  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  population,  a rise  in  the  death  rate 
must  be  e:qyec'bed  in  the  future.  Approximatcl-^  11  per  cent  of  the  population  is 
65  years  old  or  more.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulator'^-  s^/stem  accounted  for 
of  the  deaths,  and  cancer  for  14,  there  be’ing  an  increase  in  -those  two  causes 
over  -the  1955  figuers  of  34  and  12, 

i'hei-o-  ->.vas  a rise  in  the  Inf  an -bile  Deati-^  Rate.  Seven  infants  under  a "ear  old 
died  CO. 'pared  •'./ith  two  in  1955.  There  wore  no  dea-ths  associa-bed  '^I’/ibh  childbirth. 
Cne  dea-bli  was  due  to  a motor  accident. 

The  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  amongst  the  po!^)ula,tion  as  a -^vliole  diows 
diat  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory^  sx^stem,  -^vere  the  largest  cause,  account- 
ing for  53  per  cent  of  the  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  one  form  or 
another  was  14  compared  with  12  in  1955.  There  were  two  deaths  from  notifiable' 
diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis).  Two  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  reported. 

It  -^':ill  bo  seen  from  the  reports  upon  sainples,  that  the  quali-tyr  of  tiie  -wa-ber 
supply  is  sa-bisfactoiy/,  and  the  quanti-trg  is  becarring  more  adequate. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  fell  fro-m  236  in 
1955  to  104  in  1956,  there  being  fewer  cases  of  measles,  but  more  -ivhooping  cough, 
Cne  case  of  Tjq)hoid  Fever  oc cured. 

There  were  17  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  Modern 
me-thods  of  diagnosis  and  close  co-operation  between  -bhe  various  authorities 
responsible  for  the  heal-bh  of  the  population  bring  maiy^  of  the  unsuspected  cases 
to  light.  Most  of  "the  patients  who  go  -bo  Sanatoria  quickly  regain  their  heal-bh, 
such  has  been  the  advance  in  me-bhods  of  treatment.  Me  now  find  that  instead  of 
-waiting  lists  for  en-bryr  to  Sanitoria,  many  have  emp-ty  beds. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  "bo  thank  -bhe  Council  as  a whole,  and  your  Officers, 
for  tl-icir  assistance  -vvhich  has  been  so  readily  given  -bo  me,  throughout  the  -"eei’.

It  "will  be  seen  froin  this  table  that  i+B  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulator^/-  syston,  an  increase  of  li+.  Fourteen  deaths  vjoro 
due  'to  cancer  in  one  form  or  another  compared  with  12  in  1955.  There  -vrero 
2 deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  compared  wi'th  none  in  1955  and  three  in  195L. 

Ti'Crc  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  hfliooping  Cough,  Meningitis,  Poliornr/'cl- 
itis,  Measles,  Influenza,  Pneumonia  accounted  for  two  deaths.  There  was  one 
dea-bh  due  to  a motor  accident,  compared  "vri.th  three  in  1955.

The  provision  of  all  types  of  hospital  accommodation  is  the  responsibility 
of  t!ie  Cl\.yd  and  Deeside  Hospital  Management  Committee.  There  are  two  general 
hospitals  within  the  Urban  Area,  "Part  3 Accomodation"  is  provided  at  Lluestjr 
Croneral  Hospital,  and  at  St,  Asaph,  for  persons  temporarily  or  permanently 
homeless t 

National  Assistance  (Amendment  Act,  1951  )

premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention).  One  case  was  dealt  with 
under  this  heading  during  the  year.  Tho  person  v;as  aged  and  unable  to  look 
after  himself;  he  was  removed  under  a magistrate's  order  to  a local  hospital,  as 
he  was  old,  ill,  and  there  was  a danger  of  the  house  going  on  fire, 

SECTION  C.  tliTER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  problem  becarae  verp^  evident  during  the  year,  Tho  rainfrll 
for  the  12  months  ending  December  1956  was  very  low  and  necessitated  Birkeilioad 
Corporation  restricting  supplies  to  sonsumers.  Although  tho  Holy'^roll  Urbari 
District  Council  were  not  affected  by  those  restrictions  thoi'-  were  requested  to 
iid'o  a 10  j reduction  during  the  critical  months  of  June  and  July  and  did  in 
fact  achieve  this  reduction  by  publicity. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  year  of  1957  the  question  of  shortage  will  nor, 
arise  as  it  is  understood  the  scheme  of  extraction  from  tho  River  Dee  will  be 
put  into  operation  about  the  middle  of  the  new  yeciv. 

The  Mostyn  Road  Water  Scheme  was  commenced  in  December  and  was  planned  to 
be  completed  by  January  1957.  This  supply  will  provide  water  for  eleven 
properties  including  3 farms  and  a commercial  garage.

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  in  the  Urban  Area  were  Class  1 
(highly  satisfactory), 

Chci'nical  anal3rsis  of  water  is  done  ty  'the  supplying  authority. 

The  nuiaber  of  d'^vclling  houses  supplied  from  water  mains  direct  to  the 
houses  is  2,01-5  approxima Lely ; by  stand  pipes  315  approximately;  springs  and 
other  sources  10  approxima telj;-. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

Two  vehicles  are  employed  continually  on  this  work  with  four  men  to 
each  vehicle.  A regular  weekly  collection  service  is  maintained  but  this  is 
not  done  v/ithout  some  difficulty  at  times.  Of  the  eight  men  employed  six 
have  been  mth  ths  Council  for  some  time  but  it  is  difficult  to  obtain 
rdtlablo  men  to  complete  the  gang. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  a site  near  Bagillt 
Road  and  during  the  year  there  was  a rather  bad  fire  on  the  'tip'  •vjhich 
burned  for  a considerable  time, 

Tito  rath.er  odd  incidents  oc cured  during  the  year  in  connection  with  salvage 
collection.  On  the  first  occasion  the  men  removed  salvage  from  a local 
cobblers  and  discovered  a now  pair  of  boots  amongst  the  paper  and  cardboard, 

Tne  boots  were  revealed  whilst  the  paper  was  being  baled  and  were  returned 
to  the  shopkeeper.  The  second  instance  involved  electrical  goods  from  a 
store  and  the  same  procedure  resulted.  Both  shopkeepers  vrere  extremely  grate- 
ful to  the  men  and  wrote  expressing  their  appreciation.  The  bonus  system  of 
salvage  collection  has  worked  well  and  appears  to  have  solved  the  Council's 
previous  difficulty  in  this  direction.

The  first  year's  programme  under  die  Council's  slum  clearance  scheme 
has  not  j^-et  been  completed.  Work  of  inspection  etc.  has  been  proceeding 
and  some  clearance  areas  will  be  submitted  early  next  year. 

The  Liann  objection  to  the  scheme  as  a whole  will  probably  come  from 
tenants  \j]io  do  not  wish  to  face  increased  rents.  This  is  a major  problem 
as  many  people  are  paying  as  little  as  half  a crom  a week.  Many  people  on 
fijccd  incomes  will  be  able  to  obtain  any  increase  from  the  National  Ass  is 't- 
ance  Board  whom  I find  to  be  extremely  cooperative  and  helpful. 

/□.though  no  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  a total  of 
IS  '^revQ  commenced  and  should  be  completed  early  next  year. 

The  reduction  in  the  waiting  list  for  council  houses  is  due  to  various 
reasons  c.g.  some  were  rehoused  by  other  authorities,  some  people  left  tlie 
district  and  many  have  no  residential  qualification.

No  icc  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district,  i\ll  ice  cream  is  made  in 
factories  outside  the  area,,  and  sampling  for  composition  is  done  in  the  areas 
of  manufacture.  All  22  premises  retailing  ice  cream  arc  registered  vd.tli  i±ie 
local  authority  and  regular  inspection  is  carried  out.  All  the  samples  token 
for  testing  as  to  cleanliness  were  satisfactory. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food-Shops. 

Being  tiie  market  towi  for  a large  rural  area,  Holywell  contains  many 
food-shops.  The  standard  of  food  hygiene  has  risen,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done  in  educating  those  who  handle  food.  If  the  public  refused  to  b\;y  from 
dirty  shops  the  standard  of  hygiene  would  rise  rapidly.  Much  has  been  done 
also  b;/  regular  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  237  visits  were  made 
to  food-shops  in  this  connection.  Shop  Keepers  must  be 'made  to  realise  that 
tli'Cy  have  a responsibility  to  the  public  in  this  matter. 

Slaughterhouses . 


During  the  ^rear  another  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  and  commenced 
slaughtering.  This  vras  Fron  Buildings,  Penyball  Street,  vrfiich  was  first 
used  in  July,  1956.  I am  now  of  the  opinion  that  the  facilities  in  the  area 
are  entirely  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  The  work  of  meat  insp- 
ection is  difficult  enough  and  the  addition  of  anymore  slaughterhouses, apart 
from  being  unnecessary,  will  add  considerably  to  the  difficulties  of  insp- 
ection already  being  e^qxirienced  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Many 
people  do  not  appreciate  that  all  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  are 
inspected  and  are  released  as  being  fit  for  human  consumption.  This  work  is 
nearly  alvrays  done  in  the  evening  and,  particularly  in  the  winter,  is  not 
the  most  pleasant  of  duties. 

The  number  of  7,7ounger  animals  slaughtered  has  again  increased  tremend- 
ously -vd-th  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  cows  inspected.  Follow- 
ing this  one  would  csqxjct  the  incidence  of  disease  to  be  lower  and  this,  in 
fact,  was  the  case,

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From  the  above  ta''^''9s,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  104  notifications 
of  disease,  (excluding  xuberculosis)  compared  with  236  in  1955.  Measles  and 
T;Vhooping  Cou^i  totalled  29  47  cases,  compared  with  211  and  none  in  the 

previous  year.  There  were  13  cases  of  pneumonia,  with  2 deaths.  The  Typhoid 
Fever  case  vras  a young  man  vjho  fell  ill  after  returning  from  a holiday  in 
Eire,  Ho  recovered  and  was  soon  discharged  from  hospital.  Another  member  of 
the  faniljr  had  caught  T;'/phoid  some  years  ago  whilst  residing  at  the  same 
address  in  Eire,  I wrote  to  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  district,  and  his 
investigations  showed  that  there  had  been  a case  of  Tj^phoid  in  the  household 
mary  years  ago,  so  it  is  lilcely  that  one  of  the  family  is  a carrier. 

Concerning  the  47  cases  of  Vilhooping  Cough,  it  Will  be  seen  that  th© 
children  most  affected  were  those  between  4 and  9 years.  Six  wore  under  a 
year  old.  This  complaint  is  one  of  the  most  serious  and  disabling  diseases 
of  childiiood,  but  it  could  bo  prevented,  or  its  effects  minimised,  if  all 
parents  would  have  their  babies  immunised.  It  is  now  possible  to  have 
combined  injections  (Diphtheria  and  l/'Jhooping  Cough)  against  those  two 
complaints,  and  this  protection  is  offered  free.  Immunisation  is  done  at 
tlie  Clinics,  and  by  the  general  practitioners, 

TUBERCULOSIS, 


New  Cases  Notified  in  1956. 

There  were  17  new  cases  notified  during  the  year,  I6  pulmonary,  1 
non-pul monaiy,  compared  v/ith  14  and  2 in  1955.  The  cases  analysed  in  their 
age  groups  thus;- 
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45  - 64  years,  8 
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Total 12 
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There  wore  2 deaths  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  compared 
^^^ith  none  in  1955  > and  three  in  1954*  There  were  no  deaths  frora  non— pulmonary?’ 
Tuberculosis.  The  continued  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  the  complaint  is  more  prevalent  then  before.  It  results 
from  the  vigilance  of  the  general  practitioners,  and  tlie  cooperation  bet\iveen 
tliem  and  the  Chest  Clinics.  Many  of  the  cases  were  raild  ones  v.hich  night 
easily  have  escaped  notice.  The  Chest  Clinics  are  fully  used. 

Mass  Radiography.  1955-56  Programme . 

In  the  autumn  of  1955  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Welsh  Regional 
llosuital  Board  visited  Holynnreli  and  were  stationed  at  the  Clinic,  2,359 
persons  (1,060  males  1,299  females)  were  examined  during  this  visit.  The 
above  figures  include  children  attending  local  grammar  and  secondary/  schools. 

Of  tlio  total  number  examined,  25  persons  ( 14  males  11  females)  required 
further  observation  and  53  ( 22  males  31  females)  were  found  to  have  chest 
abnormali  tie  s , 

In  addition  to  the  above  totals,  the  workers  at  local  factories  were 
examined. 

The  Mass  X-ray  service  is  a most  valuable  one  in  the  prevention  and 
spread  of  disease.  In  place  of  the  biennial  visit  of  the  X-ray  Unit,  it  is 
planned  to  have  the  mobile  Unit  stationed  in  the  Clinics  for  one  day  every 
three  weeks.  The  general  public  may  attend  in  tiie  usual  way,  and  general 
practitioners  may  also  refer  patients. 

The  provision  of  immunisation  against  Tuberculosis  is  approved  by  the 
Government,  and  arrangements  have  boon  made  for  this  protection  to  be  made 
available  to  children  in  Flints,  ire.  A start  was  Liade  \'/itli  13  year  olds  in 
grammar  and  secondary  schools.  The  service  is  of  course  entirelj^  voluntary. 
Imr.iunisation  against  Tuberculoisis  is  already  available  to  infants  and  older 
children,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician,  where  there  is  a 
danger  to  the  children  due  to  the  presence  of  a case  of  Tuberculoisis  in  any 
faxaily.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  1,288  school  children  in  Flintshire  had  been 
skin  tested,  and  859  received  the  single  injection  necessary  to  give  protect- 
ion. 
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
